For the handsome purse of One Thousand Dol-| yin « 2 2 - - «| 
lars, produced yesterday the best running which has | 


yet been witnessed. ‘The racers which started were 
those named in our last, viz .—Col. Johnson’s mare 
Betsey Richards, rider in white dress and red cap ; 
Gen. Winn’s sorrel horse Sumpter, rider with blue 


jacket; and Mr. James Howard’s brown horse Jim | 


Crack, rider with yellow jacket. They sect out at 
the hour appointed, Betsey Richards in front, and 
Sumpter and Jim Crack close behind Betsey 
Richards preserved her lead and came out ahead at 
the end of the heat—but the interest was greatly in- 
oreased by the handsome performance of Jim Crack 
and the close match of his speed with Sumpter, 
each being at times before the other during the 
rounds, The time of running the first heat—(four 
miles) was eight minutes five seconds.

AMERICAN TEA.—A letter from W. Y. 
Lewis, of New-Orleans, states that Mr. Mallet, of 
Louisiana, had, succeeded in raising Green Tea 
from the seed.—His plantation is near the river A- 
mite. The bed of shrubs is of considerable extent. 
The climate appears to favour its growth. Mr. M. 
thinks the shrubs might be cultivated with perfect 
success if proper attention was paid to it A spe- 
cimen of the Hyson Tea, thus raised in the South, 
accompanied Mr. Lewis’s letter, and on repeated 
trial has been found to be palatable and refreshing. 
The rolling and twisting operation upon the leaves, 
and the scenting and flavouring by other sweet 
scented substances, seem to be all that was wanting 
to render it equal to the article we import from Can- 
ton. In short, there is every reason to believe, that 
the United ‘states is as favourable as China for the 
cultivation of the Tea Plant. The only doubt is, 
whether, in our state of society, the labour of our 
citizens cannot be more profitably bestowed than in 
the rearing of this vegeta'le.

NEW POST-OFFICE REGULATION, 

Since the sppointment of the new Post-Master 
General, the concerns of that office are adminis- 
tered with a vigilance and attention which reflect 
the highest crediton Mr. McLean By a circular, 
issued from the General Post-Office at the com-
